FRANKLIN’S EXPORT 
MANAGER TO ATTEND 
EUROPE’S CAR SHOWS

ASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The 
American automobile is a 
strong factor in the education and 
economic development of the 

Philippines. 

Contributing to the building of 
reads, the opening of sparsely set- 
lied areas and the resulting creation 
ff additional sources of wealth, the 
motor car is bringing about closer 
contact of the country’s people, the 
speeding up of commerce and the 
improvement of real estate. 

This is the optimistic report of 
Trade Commissioner G. C. Howard 
at Manila to the Department of} 
Ccmmerce. 

During 1927 less than 250 automo- 
biles were imported into the Philip- 
pine Islands. In 1912, when the reg- 
istration law was first enforced, 
some 1,600 motor vehicles were re- 
corded. At the end of 1927 there} 
were approximately 28,000 cars and 
trucks in operation. 


According to Mr. Howard's figures, | 
there is now one motor vehicle for 
every 528 persons, the greatest con- 
centration bcing in Manila, where 
there are 10.223 vehicles, cr one for 
each forty persons of the city’s 
population. 

The annual per capita income of 
the 12,000,000 population of the 
islands is about $34. During 1927 
the automobile was directly respon- 
sible for 9 per cent. of the total] 
import trade of the Philippines, or 
85 cents per capita out of a total] 
jm ort figure of $9.62 per capita. 

The share of this trade held by 
the United States last year 
amounted to 13 per cent, of its 
total exports to the Philippine 
Islands and nearly equaled the 


value of cotton cloth shipped to 
this second export market for 
United States cotton cloth.

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Labor Turnover 
ODERN business methods recognize the necessity for) 
minimizing the labor turnover in shop or plant. A 
constant stream of more or less untrained labor is bound to 
cut down the efficiency of any shop. In large organizations 
today there generally exists a personnel department, charged 
with the duty of keeping the plant supplied with efficient 
labor. 

Nevertheless the crux of the labor situation remains 
the foreman. It rests with the foreman to, keep his men 
satisfied with working conditions, it rests with him to 
train new workmen and fit them into efficient production 
in the shortest possible time. In many large organizations 
foremen work in close co-operation with the personnel 
department. They are given a certain amount of training 
in handling their labor. In this way problems of selecting 
labor, placing it, training it, transferring and promotion are 
placed on a sounder basis than the old haphazard one of 
the foreman’s unassisted judgment. 

Even though a foreman is getting out a satisfactory | 
amount of work in an apparently efficient manner, he is not | 
doing all his job if his labor turnover is excessive. This 
turnover costs the business money. It is part of the fore- 
man’s job to see that labor costs are maintained at an effi- 
cient minimum. Many a company has had to pay money 
on account of an excessive labor turnover, simply because 
the foreman, efficient in other ways perhaps, has been what | 
the men call a “crab.” And this applies to the small garage | 
repair shop exactly as it does to the big company with thou- 
sands of men and a personnel department. Keep your eye) 
on the foreman.
